THE PURPOSE OF THEIZ MISSION HAS 
NOT BEEN DISCLOSED. 


How Li Hunt Chang Treated « Diegraced 
Magistrate— Movements of Japan 
War Fleet-A Decisive Blew Must 
Soon Be Delivered—Terrors of a Win- 


ter Campaigns. 


Trex Tarm, Oct. 8.—The British and Russian 
Ministers, Mr. N. R. O’Connor and the Count 
Cassina, started for Pekin yesterday. The 
object of their visit to the capital is not 
known. 

Sheng, the Taocta! or district magistrate of 

Tien Tsin, whose disgrace and filght have 
already beon reported, bought from Ger- 
many 800,000 discarded rifles for which he 
paid 2taels each and charged the Govern- 
ment 9 taels. He also bought a large 
quantity ot cartridges which were found to 
be utterly useless.

GUARDING HUMAN LIFE. 

‘ The description of the successful test of 
a street-car fender ia Brooklyn, which 
was published in yesterday’ SUNDAY Post- 
DisPatcH, has particular interest to citi- 
gens of St. Louis. We commend it to the 
officials of our trolley lines who have 
wholly neglected this important preoau- 
tion against fatal accidents. 

In this test Meg Merrilies, the special 
writer of THE WORLD and Post- DISPATCH, 
permitted herself to be run down by an 
electric car mdving at a rapid rate. She 
was thrown on the fender, which 
was a net so constructed as to 
close up and protect the person fall. 
ing on it, and escaped with a 
few slight bruises. Here is an answer for 
the street railway officials of this city who 
assert that no fender yet invented is of 
any value and who refuse to experiment. 
Any kind of a fender would diminish the 
chances of fatality, but only one linein 
this city—the South St. Louis—uses a 
fender. 

The interview with Street Commissioner 
Murphy, which appeared yesterday, shows 
the need of a new ordinance for the pro- 
tection of steam railroad crossings. But 
that is a small part of the needs of the 
city. The street railway crossings should 
also be guarded and the most approved 
form of fender should be placed on every 
car.

Thea Asseciation Dissolving Because of 
Unfair Competition. 


Peoria, III., Oct. 8.—Charies J. Off, Presi- 
deat of the Illinois Wholesale Grocers’ Asso.- 
ciation, last night freely discussed its ap- 
parent dissolution. He sald that the rules 
and regulations, which were important in 
their character, had not been lived up to by 
many of the members, and he considered 
this unfalr competition responsible for the 


downfall of the aseociation. The organiga- 
tion was formed Jargely for the purpose of 
regulating the price of sugar, which has 
been handled for years without a profit, 
though it represeats a large part of the sales 
of a grocery store. 

The sugar trust, after the formation of the 
association last April, sold to the jobbers, 
billing the sugar at 3-16 Of a cent a pound 
more than the actual rate. This enabled the 
jobbers to sell at ihe * price plus freight 
to destination, and sii leave a profit of 
8-16 of a cent a pound. 

So heavily stocked are Chicagd wholesalers 
that Mr. Off antieipates a big drop ina prices 
soon. It is Certain the profit will 
go off, and prubaliy more too. Sugar will 
hereafter be handled ata loss, as before the 
formation of the association.

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Official Notification to Guatemala 
From the United States. 


NO DISCR! MINATION CONTEMPLATED AS 
A BESULT OF THE ae. 


— 


Guatemala Will Merely Re-ostablish Her 
Old Cuties Against This Couatry— 
How the Change Will affeet Barbed 
Wire and Farm Implemeste—Gaute- 
ma la Hurt by the Sugar Duty. 


WasHineton, D. O., Oct. 8. Mintster Aria 
ga of Guatemala bas deen officially advised 
by the State Department here that the new 
tariff law termina the reciprocity treaty 
between the United States ana Guatemala, 
and has transmitted the notincation to his 
Government. He bas fot as yet received any 
directions as to the course Guatemala will 
pursue. He says, however, that no protest 
or other step, similar to those taken by 
Spain, Germany and Brasil, is contem. 
plated. 

There will be no discrimination against 
the United States as a result of the change,’’ 
said Senor Arriaga. ‘Guatemala will merely 
re-establish her old duties as against the 
United States, which will piaee this country 
on the same footing with other countries. It 
is my personal opinion that the reciprocity 
treaty was very beneficial to both conntries. 
Guatemala used immense quantities of 
barbed wire made here. It is chiefly an agri- 
cultural country, and the American barbed 
wire has come to be the only material 
used in fencing off the farms. It was ad- 
mitted to Guatemala free under the rect 
procity treaty, which greatly stimulated its 
use. Almost all the agricultural implements 
used in Guatemala were also brought from 
the United States, as they were made free of 
duty dy the reciprocity treaty. Other classes 
of manufactured iron goods, such as railroad 
supplies, machinery, Ste., were bought in 
large quantities by Guatemala under the 
reciprocity arrangement, 

On the other hand our country has been 
able toship engar in large quantities to the 
United States, as that article was admitted 
free of duty. Now, however, the sew sugar 
duty of 40 per cent ad valorem amounts to an 
absolute prohibition against all shipments 
of sugar fmm Guatemala to the United 
States. This is the more marked from the 
fact that the United States admits Hawallan 
sugar free of duty. While Guatemala%s on the 
same footing as Brazil, Ouba and other 
sugar countries in hrving an American 
duty of 40 percent against them, yet it and 
all the otber Southern countries are at the 
disadvantage of having a sugar-producing 
competitor, Hawali, which hag tree access 
to this eountry. But it is not for Guatemala 
orany other Southern country todo any- 
thing except acquiesce Ia the new American 


tariff. 

It should be borne in mind that it w h 
United states which ioaugurated 82822 
rocity policy. It took the frst steps and 
nvited the Southern and Central American 
republics to enter into closer commercial 
arrangements. These countries recipro- 
cated the Kindly feeling and many of them 
entered into the arrangements which the 
United States posse The United States 
was thereforethe movingpower and if it now 
sees fit to terminate that policy it is net for 
the Southern couatries to urge its con- 
tinuance,.’’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The reports from 
Brazil that Minister Mendonca, who repre- 
sents that country in this city, will be among 
the Brazilian Ministers to be given a change 
of station, is not credited in diplomatic cir- 


cles here and is ascribed to the .- win of the 
rebel element in Brazil toward Mr. Men- 
donca. Thelatter was very active during 
the recent rebdéilion in strengthening Pres!- 
Gent Peixoto against Admiral Da Gama and 
the rodellious navy which menaced 
Rio de Janeiro for weeks, It 
was Mr. Mendonca who had one 
of the Red Line steamers of New York trans- 
ferred mto a Gynamite cruiser called the 
Nictheroy, which proceeded to Rio and prom- 
ised to cause consternation with its dynamite 
shelis if tne rebellion had not unexpectediy 
ended.
